The check, rep- 
resented 16.000 individual con- 
tributions from all parts of the 
United States.

Willkie Came Out Strong 


For Jewish National

Home in Palestine 
By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

NEW YORK—A vigorous en- 
dorsement of the demand for a 
Jewish National Home in Pales- 
tine was given this week by Wen- 
dell Willkie, in a message sent 
to a mass meeting at Carnegie 
Hall here to mark the 25th anni- 
versary of the issuance of the 
Balfour Declaration by the Brit- 
ish government on Nov. 2, 1917. 

In his message Mr. Willkie 
pointed out that his plea was 
based upon a survey made on 
his recent yisit to Palestine in 
the course of his world tour as 
President Roosevelt’s emissary. 

“Your case for a National Home 
has always rested upon historic 
rights and international law,” 
Mr. Willkkie stated. “Hitler’s pro- 
gram of extermination of the 
Jewish people has made it a case 
for the conscience of mankind. 
The doors of Palestine will have 
to be opened for the homeless 
Jews of Central and Eastern 
Europe who will survive this war. 
The extent of that emigration 
must be measured by the needs 
of the Jewish people. While one 
cannot forsee the exact organiza- 
tion which will follow this war, 
the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine in 
fulfillment of the promise con- 
tained in the Balfour Declaration 
must find its rightful place in the 
new world order of tomorrow.”

Avoid Congestion on Transit Sys- 
tem in December 


Indianapolis Railways, in coop- 
eration with the Merchants As- 
sociation, is suggesting that Xmas 
buyers do their Xmas shopping 
as early as possible in order to 
reduce, as far as possible, the 
Xmas rush on the trolleys and in 
the stores during December. 


Ordinarily, there is a great in- 
flux of transit riders on the local 
system in December as_ house- 
Wives and others make their shop- 
ping trips about the city. Like- 
wise there is congestion in the 
stores. 


Now that the system is carry- 
ing thousands of war workers, 
for whom adequate transporta- 
tion is essential to the war effort, 
it is hoped that the Xmas shop- 
ping load can be spread through- 
out November, as well as Decem- 
ber, so that war workers will not 
be inconvenienced.

AL SEGAL ‘Speaks on 


PARADE 





HE OTHER SUNDAY Mr. Segal marched with 
the Catholics of his town in their Holy 
Name parade. He happened to be on assign- 
ment as reporter to write about the parade and 
a Catholic friend, Mr. Horback, said come march 
along with us. 

“Will they let a Jew into this?” 

Mr. Horback snorted as if he thought the 
question were insulting. He is a gentleman 
who doesn’t split theological hairs. He knows 
God is everybody’s Father and why shouldn’t 
a Jew march along with Catholics who were 
honoring His Holy ‘name. 

(The brotherhood might come much more 
quickly if proud and jealous theologians of all 
the varieties would let us all alone and not con- 
fuse our simple hearts.) 

Mr. Horback seemed to be feeling more 
brotherly than usual on this occasion, since he 
was about to go marching for the sake of the 
Fatherhood of God. He took Segal’s arm... 
“Come!” 

“All right!” 

Mr. Segal thought it was a grand idea, a 
Jew marching with the Catholics for the sake 
of the Holy Name! True, the Catholics in- 
cluded Jesus in the Godhood but Mr. Segal 
couldn’t quarrel with that. What difference 
did it make anyway that some men said God 
was this and other men said God was that, if 
they all agreed on the point that God was the 
Father in whom was the light of all good and 
whose loving kindness was for all the children 
whether they were white or black or whether 
they believed this or that of Him. 

Mr. Horback pinned on Segal the badge 
of the Church of Our Mother of Sorrows of 
which he is a parishioner. Mr. Segal fell into 
line. What particularly pleased him that none 
of the Catholics with whom he marched saw 
anything incongruous in the fact of a Jew going 
along with them. He could have expected some 
good natured quipping, for a number of these 
people were friends and acquaintances who 
knew he was not of their religion. 

It was just “Hello, there, Segal,” and no 
questions at all as to what he was doing there, 
as if no man who marched with them for God’s 
sake could be alien to their faith. They took 
him in and they marched away. 

He guessed he was the only Jew who ever 
had marched in a churchly pageant of the Cath- 
olics. The band struck up “God Bless Amer- 
ica”. The thousand feet of the sons of the 
Mother of Sorrows tramped in joyous time to 
the heart-beat of the grateful Jew by whom 
“God Bless America” was written. 

Mr. Segal, whose tired old eyes are always 
searching for gleams of brotherhood, practically 
gloated. He thought this certainly looked like 
an intimation of brotherhood. He, the Jew, 
marching along with the Catholics in an asser- 
tion of faith in the eternal God and a Jew’s 
song inspiring the feet of the marchers! 

Mr. Segal was glad to be marching along. 
Since, as everybody is sure, brotherhood must 
come out of these dreadful times, he might as 
well begin to get in step now. It was all right 
to start practicing brotherhood against the day 
of mankind’s big parade. Mr. Segal’s heart 
likes to go questing on brave dreams. His feet 
were stepping high. 

What does a Jew think about when he 


marches in a Catholic parade? Mr. Segal him- 


self is a fellow whose connection with the Jew- 
ish press has directed his mind toward a talent 
for making a Jewish problem almost out of every 
situation. He was, in fact, giving his mind 
earnestly and Jewishly to this matter of his 
marching with the Catholics. 

First of all, he was wondering how many 
Jews could be gotten out for a parade for God 
or for any other religious concept. (Being a man 
who doesn’t like to specialize in the faults of 
Jews he was also wondering how many Prot- 
estants would rise up to march for God on a 
Sunday, or, for that matter, any other day.) 

These were 50,000 Catholics marching for 
God. Mr. Segal could well guess that it would 
be an exceptional victory for God if 1,000 of 
the 20,000 Jews of his town came out in the 
bright sunlight of an October day, to make a 
public showing for God. 

He guessed that if it were proposed to have 
a Jewish parade for God controversy would 
arise: Should Jews let down their dignity so 
far as to make a public demonstration of their 
faith? Jews, it would be said shouldn’t make 
themselves conspicuous in the dazzling glory of 
God. 

“Jews shouldn’t be publicly seen as Jews”, 

“Jews should be careful and stick to the 
shady side of the street where they won’t be, 
noticed.” 

“Jews shouldn’t stick their necks out”. 

Mr. Segal, who was for the hour one of the 
Catholics, couldn’t but help feel envious of the 
full freedom they allowed their consciences. 
There was Mr. Horback who was marching be- 
side him. Mr. Horback hadn’t any problems to 
restrain him from a frank, free and whole- 
hearted public assertion of the reality of God. 
His people didn’t have to hold meetings to de- 
cide whether it would be all right to go march- 
ing for their faith. 

Yes, Mr. Segal was for the hour one of an 
accepted people who don’t have to mind what 
others may think of them. True, Catholics 
aren’t liked by everybody either but they are 
numerous and strong and they could publicly 
march in a gallant assertion of their faith. The 
crowds on the sidewalks applauded them. 

Mr. Segal felt very uncomfortable to be 
even for an hour an adopted member of an ac- 
cepted people. He wondered if he would feel 
so brave to march those streets for Jehovah and 
for Torah under the Shield of David blazing on 
a multitude of banners. (The Catholics were 
carrying their churchly emblems.) 

He had a whimsical idea: There may yet 
come a day when all men of all faiths will 
march together in a Holy Name parade for the 
honor and glory of God who is the Father of 
the brotherhood. And what will it matter from 
which angle each looks at God. They will ask 
only have we not all one Father and none will 
ask is it safe to go marching for my faith in the 
streets? 

Mr. Segal’s feet were going along in time 
with all the others, as in a fellowship. The 
platoon in which he marched made a straight 
line of men marching shoulder to shoulder. He 
could feel Jewishly fulfilled in the Catholic 
parade for God.

Gas Rationing and Friday Night Services 


AS RATIONING could have a disastrous 
effect on synagogue attendance in Indiana, 
what with in almost every instance the mem. 
bership living at considerable distance from 
their House of Worship, but this need not neces- 
sarily be so. In fact it is quite possible with a 
general realization of what the problem is that 
there may be a resurgence of attendance, in- 
stead of what might be expected, a disastrous 
falling off. 


There has been no published report as yet 
of the effects of gas rationing on attendance in 
those cities in the East where four gallons has 
been the weekly quota for some time now, but 
that does not mean that no news is good news. 
Nor does it indicate anything either way for 
us in Indiana. 


In order to be able to attend Friday night 


services, for instance, it will be necessary for 
families at a distance from the synagogue and 
temple to join into clubs so that gasoline will 
be conserved. Why not then divide the entire 
membership into such groupings, with none 
left out, so that in addition to the special pres- 
sures which are exerted to bring members to 
services, there will be the additional push of 
the other one or two couples who depend on 
the one car for transportation. Also it is quite 
possible that there could be some type of or- 
ganized mobilization, with captains and majors, 
etc. 

In this way, instead of the handicap that is 
generally feared gas rationing might be to 
synagogue attendance (Rabbi Ferdinand Isser- 
man in St. Louis has already cancelled Friday 
night services) the factor can be turned into a 
boon instead of a calamity. 


Pass The Ammunition 


HEY’VE PASSED another one of those 
resolutions. 

Granted that the passing of resolutions is a 
democratic procedure, but why overlook the last 
part of the injunction, “Praise the Lord and 
Pass the Ammunition”. 

For the nth time a group of the Council of 
Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations meet- 
ing in Peoria, Ill., approved a resolution which 
in effect asks the Civic Protective bodies to 
unite into one functional agency. It would seem 
that after having passed such a resolution for 
about ten or twenty times, this organization 
would decide that words are not enough. 

The Anti-Defamation League, the American 
Jewish Committee and the American Jewish 
Congress, the three organizations identified 


most widely with civic protective work in the 
Jewish field, are still going their own way. 
There isn’t any more duplication in the work 
of these groups than there is in parallel high- 
ways to the same destination. Everyone realizes 
this. Everyone agrees that something ought to 
be done. 

But is passing resolutions year after year, 
and month after month the thing that ought to 
be done? 

The Cincinnati Welfare Fund which held up 
for a while its $25,000 allocation to these groups 
last year because of this duplication and waste, 
didn‘t think so. 

Couldn’t be the type of leadership in the 
C. J. W. F., could it? How about shifting the 
emphasis to the last part of the song title? 


Willkie Statement Boon For Indiana Zionists 


ENDELL WILLKIE’S vigorous endorsement ° 


of Palestine as the Jewish National Home 
should be made capital of in Willkie’s home 
state, Indiana. Because Mr. Willkie is a fellow 
Hoosier, and because he seems to have earned 
a reputation for fairness and honesty almost 
unlike any other man in public life today, his 
whole and complete espousal of the cause of 
Zionism should be used by Indiana Zionists to 
enlist in their ranks the many unaffiliated today. 


The membership drive being planned by 
the local District might now very fittingly be 
called a Willkie Drive in honor of the backing 
the cause has now gained as the result of Mr. 
Willkie’s words. 


The State Zionist Districts should on their 
own part send messages to Mr. Willkie express- 
ing their gratification at the stand taken by 
him. 


Mr. Willkie’s statement, addressed to the 
Balfour Day mass meeting last week in Car- 
negie Hall in New York declared: 

“Your case for a national home has 
always rested on historic rights and in- 
ternational law. Hitler’s program of ex- 
termination of the Jewish people has 
made it a case for the conscience of man- 
kind. The doors of Palestine will have to 
be opened for the homeless Jews of Cent- 
ral and Eastern Europe who will survive 
this war. The extent of that immigration 
must be measured by the needs of the 
Jewish people. While one cannot forsee 
the exact organization which will follow 
this war the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine in fulfillment 
of the promise contained in the Balfour 
Declaration must find its rightful place 
in the new world of tomorrow.”

Parents Are Queried by the Temple Beth-El 
Bulletin, of Detroit—What Does Being a Jew 
Mean to Your Child? Is the answer positive or 
Negative? Is it merely an inheritance—like the 
color of his eyes? Is he a Jew only because you 
happen to be Jews?—-OR—Is he a Jew because, 
knowing what Judaism means, he chooses to be 
a Jew? A great Jew once said: “I am sorry I 
was born a Jew. I would rather be a Jew by 
choice. 

Is it obedience to a series of prohibitions for 
which he has or knows no warrant, and which 
he sees more honored in the breach than in the 
observance?——-OR—Is it adherence to a progres- 
sive, evolving, modern Judaism, related to to- 
day’s problems and way of life? Is it because 


Judaism is a rational, liberal religion, develop- 
ing strong convictions, and sturdiness of char- 
acter? 

Is it a misfortune—an easy excuse for his 
failures—the explanation for the rebuffs life 
gives to Jew and Gentile alike?—OR—Is it a 
tower of strength—the source whence he de- 
rives the answer to prejudice,—and the justifi- 
cation for his existence, and his contribution to 
human culture?
